As Gawzedy Cawn and his fon had 
fo much power, at the court of Delly, 
that ricither of them thought it worth 
their while to vindicate their right 
to the vice-royalty of Deckan, Sallabat- 
zing met with no difturbance, nor Maho- 
met Allee Cawn with any affiftance from 
them; but then Sallabatzing met with 
fo much difficulty in the eftablithing of 
his power over Golconda and the other 
northern parts of his dominions, that he 
could not part with M. Bufly and theFrench 
troops, or fend the French any-afliftance 
againft us and our nabob Mahomet; and 
even alter the peace between the French 
and us, M. Buffy and his troops contin- 
ued with-him in order to affiit in compel- 
ling the payment of the tribute due to him 
from the nabobs and polygars in thofe 
parts of the province; but M. Bufly in- 
lifted upon fo great a fhare of what was 
thus colle&ted, that Sallabatzing at lait 
grew tired of his fervice, and ordered him 
to retire with his troops. Accordingly, 
™M. Bufly retired’ with his troops from 
Aurengabad in 1756, but inftead of re- 
turning to any of the French fettlements 
upon the coaft, he marched no farther than 
‘Hydrabad, the capital of Golconda, which 
he took poffeffion of, and infifted upon 
helding poffeffion, not only of that 
city but of the whole, or a great part of 
‘Golconda, as a fecurity for the payment of 
what was pretended to be due to him and 
the French from Sallabataing; and for 
this purpofe he not only began to fortify 
him@cif at Hydrabad, but 4 or 560 men 
were embarked at Pondicherry who were 
to be landed at Maffulapatam, from whence

their common fubfiftence. In the next place, 
it fhould be remembered, That what is Great 
care and trouble to One perfon, may be very 
Little te another. To apply this: Where there 
is a weaknefs of underftanding —a badne(s of 
temper—and a trifling turn of mind, there is 
no fuitablenefs to the charaéter under confide- 
ration, and confequently, no good could be ex- 
pected in fuch acafe. Where there are diffe- 


rent qualities, the Effeét would be different. 
Again : Where Children’s minds are either 
neglected, or perverted, there might well be 
expected an infenfibility of good Offices, or 
an ij] requital of them. Where they are pro- 
perly cultivated, they may as reafonably be fup- 
pofed to have a right fenfe of obligation, and 


to make fuitable returns of affeétion, refpeét, 
and gratitude. And, fo fure as a woman has 
qualifications requifite to the character here 
treated of —fweetnefs of temper—a goodnefs 
of difpofition—and a mind fuperior to trifles, 
fo furely might it be depended on, that chil- 
dren,. educated as abeve, would regard fuch a 
one; not with an eye of terror, and jealoufy, 
but as thcir belt friend, and kindeft benefac- 
trefs. 


To this may be added, that as human life F

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


N our laft, we left Marfhal Brogtio rein- 

forced by all the Detachments expected from 
the Lower Rhine, and moving forward towatds 
the army of the allies; foon after whith we 
had the following actount from ‘his head quar- 
ters, dated March 22. 

“« Yefterday, at half an hour after three in 
the afternoon, the marfhal csufed the troops 
under the hereditary prince, to be attacked near 
the village of Stangerode, in the neighbour- 
hood of Grunberg. Baron Clofen, major ge- 
neral, began the attack with the dragodnis, the 
firft thock of which broke the enémy’s foot, 
confifting of nine regiments of Hanoverians, 
Heffians, and Brunfwickers. We thade 2000 
prifoners, and took 18 pair of colotis, one 
ftandard, and 12 or 13 picces of canton. ‘The 
enemy had very few killed or wounded, becaufe 
our dragoons moft generoufly gave therm quar- 
ter, M. de Rhede, one of the efititly’s ma- 
jor generals, ig among the Main. ‘This vidtory 
hath not coft us above roo men killed and 
wounded, "The brave Baron Clofen is Slightly 
wounded in the arm with a mufket fhot. 
Two captains of dragoons, ard a captain of St. 
Vittor’s voluntéers, are killed. © cantor 
too much ¢oimmiend the ardour and bravery 
which was fiewn on this occafion by our dra- 
goons.” 

Of this affair we had an accousit’ by “an 
article in our Gazette, but it gave no a- 
lars, only’ that the hereditary ptinée’s de- 
tachment was attacked on the arft ult. in their 
retreat from Heimbach, juft as they were 
entering a defile near Grunberg; that the 
French had repulfed fome ‘fquadrons ‘of Han- 
overian Cavalry. who came to the affiftance of. 
their foot, and taken feveral prifohers of the 
Brunfwick troops, with fome colours ahd can- 
non; and that general Rhede was wounded 
and taken, or killed. And the gazétte of the 
17th inf. tells us, from Hanover, April 3, That 
the Brunfwick guards, the regiment of Rhede, 
and the battalions of Imhoff, who were 
made prifoners at Grunberg had bten ex- 
changed, and had joined the army. 

After this unfortunate affair the allied army 
retreated as the French advanced ; the fiege of 
Ziegenhayn was taifed, as the French fay, 
with coriliderable lofs to the allics who wére 
the befiegers, all the places which the allies 
had lately taken pofleifion of, were deferted by 
teem; and at laft, on the 27th ult. their de- 
tachment which had been fo Jong carrying on 
the fiege of Caffel, was obliged to give up that

undertaking, and join the army, which, foon 
after retired behind the Dymel, ‘and prince 
Ferdinand has taken up his head quarters at 
Newaaus, near Paderborn; fo that the French 
are again in poffeffion of the whole Landgravi- 
ate of Heffe-Caffel, and of the town of Munden 
and city of Gottingen in Hanover, by which 
they have free entry into that, electorate ; 
and.therefore prince Ferdinand has eftablithed 
the general hofpital ofthe allied army at. Bre- 
men; but from molt places abroad. we hear, 
that there is prefently to be a congre( foc treat 
ing of a general peace among the, Belligcrant 
powers. If this congrefs fhould, as ufual, be 
attended with a ceiflation of ,arms, and end 
without any effect, it will be unfortunate for 
the king of Pruffia, as well as Hanover. 

Beilin: April 7. The court. hath publithed 
the following account of an aétion.on the ad 
inftant, mear Saalfeld, between, a, body of 
forces under the major generals Schencken~ 
dorff and Syburg, and a body of Auftrians, and 
of the troops of the EMpife.n 

On, the frft of April, major general Schen- 
ckendorff, marched wirh his troops from Gera, 
where ‘he had had his winter quarters, and the 
fame day, advanced towards Neuftadt on the 
Orla, Being joined there by the corps aul 
major al Sybourg, he proceeded on the 
M trait to Saalfcld, where fis yanguard, com- 
pofed of fome {quadrons of Ziethen’s huffars, 
commanded by major Hundt, attacked, on the 
heights behind the village of Gornfdorff,. the 
Auftrians and troops of the empire under major 
general Kleift. Our people were faluted by 
a britk difcharge of cannon ; Nevecthelefs the 
brave major Hundt did not relinquish his defign : 
He climbed up the heights with two of his 
fyuadrens, and whilft the threo ethers filed off 
through Saalfeld, he fell fo brilkly, {word in 
hand, on the ‘enemy's right flank, that he 
broke their infantry, made great flaughter, and 
took four pieces of cannon, twelve pounders, 
with two pair of colours, ‘Twenty officers, 
and 100 private meg, were on this o¢caiion made 
prifoners., at 

On the other hand, major Prittwitz, who 
led the yan of major general *Sybourg’s brigade, 
and who had marched by Rudeltadt » attacked
